Greek Tragedy 


“On the political side,”’ he said, 
“the Congo seems like another 
Greek tragedy, where everybody 
is acting under some compulsion 
without being able to change his 
behavior, although the results are 
obvious. The U.S.A, is, of course,, 
one of the chief actors, and not 
one whose behavior can be well 
understood, As a matter” of fact, 
it is a type of figure which al- 
ways comes out with the same 
phrase, “We are “backing the 
U.N.” At the begifning this was 
correct, as the U.N. moved in 
with the main aim to prevent a 
Soviet intervention. 

“But from this point something 
very strange happened,” he con- 
tinued. “In fact, there was a 
change in direction. The U.N. was 
turned into an instrument of the 
cold war in that it was deliber- 
ately used to safeguard whatever 
Eastern bloc interest there re- 
mained to be salvaged. The job 
was primarily done by Ghana and 
the U.A.R. 


“Thus, instead of helping to im- 
plement the resolutions which 
would have instituted a federated 
Congo acceptable to all factions 
except the Lumumbists, the U.N.’s 
chief concern was to shield the 
Gizenga regime in Stanleyville. 
which for all purposes was a S€- 
cessionist regime, refusing to par- 
ticipate at the parley of all the 
other provinces and political fac- 
tions. 


“This, of course, eventually led 
to the complete isolation of Ka- 
tanga, which hardened progres- 
sively, as Tshombe was unable to 
understand that the West would 
actually lend its support (and pay) 
for a U.N. policy which runs coun- 
ter to its own interest. 


“The lafest events,” he con- 
tinued, “are only a direct conse- 
quence of the basic U.N. attitude. 


Basic Trend 


“The U.S.A. could,” he said, 
“perhaps not have decisively 
changed the direction of the UN. 
policy in the Congo. This is sad 
enough, especially since it is (as 
usual) footing the bill, but can 
possibly be explained by a basic 
historic trend going against the 
interest of the West. I am con- 
vinced that the U.S. Embassy, 
which has fine grasp of the situ- 
ation, sees matters as they are, 
but the decisions were not made 
here. 


“In a sense,” he concluded, 
“this is .a post mortem. The trend 


Vandiver made his position

Rayburn Gets Wish:

DALLAS, Tex. ‘UPI)—House Speaker Sam Rayburn, 79, ill with 
incurable cancer, will be taken from a Dallas hospital to his home 
near Bonham, Tex., Tuesday ‘to end his days among friends and 


neighbors.”’ 


John Holton, Rayburn’s admin- 
istrative aide, said Monday in a 
statement that the decision to 
move him was made by his two 
sisters, Mrs. W. A. Thomas, Dal- 
las, and Mrs. Louise Bartley, Bon- 
ham. 


Holton said they decided to take 
him home because of “the speak- 
er’s often-expressed desire” to re- 
turn to Bonham and because an 
mmprovement in his condition ‘‘has 
not been forthcoming.” 


Rayburn, who has served as 
speaker of the House more than 
twice as long as anyone else, was 
admitted to Baylor University 
Medical Center Oct. 2. On Oct. 5, 


surgeons made an exploratory op- 
eration in his groin. 


They found that cancer which 
originated in his pancreas had 
spread over most of his lower 
body. : 


Since then, Rayburn has re- 
ceived chemo-therapeutic drugs 
and radiation treatments from a 
two-millionV6lt X-ray machine. 
Doctors emphasized that the pur- 
pose of both was to stop the 
spread of the cancer, not save his 
life. 

Rayburn’s home is a farmhouse 
four miles north of Bonham, a 
town of 10,000 population. It is 
90 miles northeast of Dallas.

Hundreds of spectators flocked 
into the block between Pine 
Street and Baltimore Place NW 
as Atlanta firemen fought the 
stubborn blaze for about 45 min- 
utes before subduing it. 


Jack ‘Sharkey, general man- 
ager of the firm which special- 
izes in Renaults and Peugots, 
said he could not immediately 
estimate the amount of damage. 

But Sharkey said about 65 
cars—30 new and 25 used were in- 
side the building and that he and 
Jack Williams, a salesman, man- 
aged to get “‘five or six” out after 
the fire was discovered. 


- Sharkey said he and Williams 
were downstairs with a customer 
when ‘“‘we smelled smoke.”’

DEPLORED IN BRITAIN 


In London, the Foreign Office 
said Britain “deplored” the ex- 
plosion and shared ‘“‘the indigna- 
tion which will be universally felt 
at this wanton disregard for the 
welfare and safety of the human 
race.”’ 


In Bonn, West German foreign 
minister Heinrich Von Brentano 
charged the Russians with trying 
to create fear and terror. 


In Japan, the only nation which 
has experiefced a nuclear at- 
tack, Chief Cabinet Secretary Ma- 
sayoski Ohira said the test ““com- 
pletely ignores the note of pro- 
test which Prime Minister Haya- 
to Ikeda sent to Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev.” 


‘CRAZY NATION’ 


Shigesaburo Maeo, general sec- 
retary of the ruling Liberal Demo- 
cratic Party, called the blast ‘‘out- 
rageous’”’ and said “‘we do not 
know how to express our feeling 
against this crazy nation.” 


“An insane decision,” the Vati- 
can radio said, “morally, politi- 
cally, socially, economically and 
humanely deprecable.”

Nixon, running for a first term, 
has promised firmly to remain 
governor until 1966 if he should 
be elected, short of a physical 
disability. Rockefeller, seeking a 
second term here, has been un- 
willing to make any such commit- 
ment. 


Nixon came to Syracuse at the 
personal invitation of Rockefeller 
to speak at a $100-a-plate dinner 
of the Onondaga County Republi- 
can Committee.

‘ "ing the state’s debatable tuition-grant system 
while it is in its infancy. re : 

“If the average daily attendance goes down in any school sys- 
tem, the (state) allocation to that school system will the 
next year accordingly,” says Mr. Harris, a servant 
cation (Board of Regents) who favors private schooling 
‘tuition grants. 

“So, in the long run,” he says, “if parents take their children 
out of the public schools in any county, or city, and send them to 
private schools, the appropriation to the city, or county, system will 
be automatically reduced. Consequently the local systems will be 
paying for these tuition grants in the long run.” 


This reduction in state support could hurt Atlanta, which de- 
pends on the state to pay about 30 per cent of its public school costs. 


But it could hurt far more in the many small counties that 
depend on the state to pay 80 per cent or more of their public 
. school costs. 

This is a factor that ought ot be noted with care, then, before 
an unthinking rush is made toward private schools at public expense 
around Georgia. 

Charlottesville, Va., is a city of ‘some 30,000 population, Some 
4,500 of its children have found it possible to remain in public 
schools following desegregation. But in that small city, 527 of its 
children have elected to draw tuition grants and attend private 
schools. How does it work? aie 

The city of Charlottesville pays a grant of $312.39 to each of the 
children in private school. The state of Virginia pays back the 
city only $150 or $125 each ‘according to whether the child is in 
elementary or high school). The private school people there think 
the cost of the grants, the bulk of which the city pays, is being off- 
set by avoidance of increases in the public school budget. 

But the city-of Charlottesville is accustomed to paying 70 per 
cent of the cost of its public schools, It is used to depending on 
the state of Virginia for only 3% per cent.

The state of Georgia pays 80 per cent of the cost of schools in 
many Georgia counties. 

Can those counties afford to shoulder the public school burden 
while the drain of tuition grants causes a decrease in their state aid? 

And what will happen even to the public schools of Atlanta, with 
100,000 school children, if it indulges in tuition grants proportionately 
ith Charlottesville, a city of 5,000 children where 527 have already 
chosen to draw the grants? 

The need for safety valve legislation is desirable during the 
extent of desegregation, and the community’s ca- 
to live with it, are being tested by careful trial and error, 
sense, and faith in the people not to abuse tentative pro- 
grams. But a stampede to deflect massive amounts of money into 
private schools at the risk of knocking the bottom out of a system of 
public schools for all the people, would be heedless experimentation. 

It’s a little like a parent applying for a refund of his city parks 
tax because he prefers to take his child to Funtown, except that 
the schooling of children is so very much more serious a business 
of government.

its very security by agreeing to suspension of nuclear testing. 


This was so because the one 
true margin of power held by 
the West over the Soviet Union— 
with its massive conventional mil- 
itary forces so far outnumber- 
ing our own — has been our 
atomic superiority. 

For year, nevertheless, this 
somber truth has been crushed 
to earth under the lamentations 
of the pacifists, first in the Eisen- 
hower administration and then 
in the Kennedy administration. 
Because fallout from testing in 
the air is undoubtedly harmful, 
they were able to convince West- 
ern policy makers that there 
should be no such testing. 

So we agreeG with the Russians 
to halt testing in the atmosphere. 
With characteristic respect for 
their agreements, the Russians 
recently broke the armistice, 
though they themselves had from 
the first led the howling against 
such tests. 

But this, as is now being seen, 
is one of those instances in which 
Soviet brutality has actually 
served Western interests. 

Now, we are on another road: 
the road of reason, the road to 
resumption of nuclear tests when- 
ever and wherever and in what- 
ever form they are needed. 


The chairman of the USS. 
Atomic Energy Commission, Dr. 
Glenn Seaborg, has declared we 
must begin anew to test in the 
atmosphere unless we wish to 
fall behind. He is a highly res- 
pected member of that community 
of atomic scientists which has, 
on the whole, been on the side 
of no testing. 

And Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York, a Republican presi- 
dential possibility for 1964, has 
called on the United States to 
get on with the testing job. Rocke- 
feller, the leader of the liberal 
wing within the G.O.P., cannot 
possibly be waved aside as some 
trigger-happy “right-winger.” 

Indeed, even some of the weep- 
ers, too, are making sudden rever- 
sals and reckoning that maybe we 
ought to resume testing. Soon they 
will be so loud as to suggest that 
this was their position all along. 

Finally, the neutralist nations, 
so long in the van against Ameri- 
can testing as stooges for the 
Soviet propaganda line, are at 
least not complete and utter 
stooges any more. This is the 
real meaning of the recent United 
Nations resolution calling on the 
Russians not to explode their so- 
called super-bomb.

GAVE MONEY AWAY . 


In the flowery newspaper lan- 
guage of that day, a reporter 
present at the reading of the will 
by DeKalb Ordinary V. S. Morgan 
noticed ‘‘a hush in the court- 
room” and felt the will ‘revealed 
the soul of this great and good 
man whose dust was returned to 
dust Friday afternoon but whose 
spirit has soared onward.” 


The will was no more unusual 
than the man. 


It left only a residue of the 
great fortune Candler amassed in 
his 78 years, once estimated at 
$50,000,000. He gave most of it 
away in his lifetime. 


PAID $2,300 FOR RIGHTS 


Fifty-odd years before he wrote 
that will, Asa Griggs Candler 
came to Atlanta in July, 1873, 
looking for a job. His total cash 
assets came to $1.75. 


Born on a farm near Villa Rica 
in Carroll County, Dec. 20, 1851, 
young Candler was unable to ful- 
fill his early ambition to be a doc- 
tor. He had served as an appren- 
tice druggist in Cartersville. 


Fifteen years after coming to 
Atlanta, the pharmacist purchased 
the formula, trademark, and all 
other rights to Coca-Cola for 
$2,300. 


Forty-six years after he came to 
Atlanta, the soft drink business of 
which he was founder and devel- 
oper was sold for $25,000,000. 


PRACTICING CHRISTIAN 


His phenomena! business career 
was only one facet of this out- 
standing Georgian. 


Candler was a man who prac- 
ticed his belief in the application 
of Christian principles to business 
and everyday life. He was a de- 
voted family man. He believed in 
sharing his good fortune with oth- 
ers. 


His generosity to Emory Uni- 
versity is well known. Less gen- 
erally know are Candler's contri- 
butions to the City of Atlanta and 
his prevention of real-estate and 
cotton market panics in this area. 


A man of limited schooling him- 
self, Candler made an original gift 
of $1,000,000 which made possible 
the transfer of little Emory-at- 
Oxford to Atlanta and its expan- 
sion into Emory University.

Before his death on March 12, 
1929, the soft-drink king gave the 
university an estimated $8,000,000.

The comparison with the Kra- 
katoa and meteorite explosions 
was drawn by the U.S. Weather 
Bureau. It also reported that fall- 
out from the “dirty” blast would 
start drifting across this country 
in several days, Winds now are 
taking it over Siberia. 


In Western eyes, the only good 
thing about the shot was that 
it presumably wound up the So- 
viet nuclear test series that 
started Sept. 1. Khrushchev had 
said the tests would end Oct. 30 
or 31 with a 50-megaton explo- 
sion. 


In the awesome Karkatoa explo- 
sion, an island in the Sunda 
Straits between Sumatra and Java 
was blown to bits. A tidal wave 
washed nearby islands, killing 36,- 
000. Dust in the upper atmosphere 
traveled around the world many 
times. 


When the Tunguska meteorite 
fell on Siberia, it scorched a 20- 
mile area, snapped off the trees 
of the forest like match sticks and 
was felt at a distance of 50 miles. 


SPREAD SOUTH 


The waves from the Soviet 
bomb explosion in the atmosphere 
over Russia’s arctic proving 
grounds spread out southward 
from the polar region and reached 
the nation’s capital about six 
hours after the blast at 3:33 a.m. 
(Atlanta time). 


The Weather Bureau said the 
waves were two to three times as 
strong as those from Russia's 30- 
megaton test last Monday. But 
it said this did not necessarily 
mean the explosion was two to 
three times as powerful, since 
much depends on the altitude of 
the blast

dicated that the blast was the 50- 
megaton explosion promised by 
Khrushchev: 


In declaring that the weapon 
did not affect the nuclear balance 
of power, the White House said:

W. Garrett, who directed the fire- 
fighters, put in two help calls and 
had “eight pumpers and four 
trucks’ rushed to the scene, 


“It was a pretty mean job 
there for 30-to-40 minutes,” Gar- 
rett said. ‘““‘That was a fast-burn- 
ing fire.” 

Firemen had been fighting the 
blaze for about 10 to 15 minutes 
when bright orange flames sud- 
denly shot through the roof of the 
white brick structure. Moments 
later, the firefighters scaled lad- 
ders onto the roof and poured 
streams of water downward into 
the building.

Panel Tries 


To Heal Rift 
On Unit Setup 


A dispute over whether the 
Legislative Committee on Reap- 
portionment was supposed to 
study the county unit system 
cropped up Monday as the com- 
mittee edited versions of its final 
report, 


If the dispute is ironed out, the 
final report may be made public 
Tuesday. 


Committee Chairman Frank 
Twitty of Mitchell County said 
the members agreed not to say 
anything until there is an agree- 
ment on the final draft of the re- 
port, and the members were fol- 
lowing that line generally. 


However, it was understood that 
Rep. Joe Underwood of Montgom- 
ery was taking the approach that 
the resolution creating the com- 
mittee did not allow it to make 


recommendations on the unit sys 
tem. 


SCOGGIN COMMENTS 

Rep. Bob Scoggin of Floyd re- 
portedly argued that the system 
was so closely aligned with legis- 
lative and congressional reappor- 


tionment, and had been argued in| 


such detail before the commit- 
tee, that the report should recom- 
mend changes. 


Meanwhile, observers thought 
the report would contain recom- 
mendations on changing’ the 
make-up of the Georgia Senate 
so that members would be al- 
lowed to succeed themselves from 
election to election. 


NO UNIT SHIFT SEEN 


The Legislature could change 
either the Senate make-up or the 
county unit system by a simple 
amendment to present laws, 
rather than a complicated amend- 
ment. 


Most observers said, however, 
that the Legislature apparently 
will not make any changes in the 
unit system. 


Alteration of the state Senate 
scheme has won general approval 
over the state in a series of pub- 
lic hearings which the committee 
conducted last summer. 


Duncan said price support 
levels had been raised for cot- 


ton, rice, peanuts, dairy products 
and tobacco. 


Duncan said this increase in 
support levels for the 1961 cotton 
crop ‘‘means that cotton farmers 
can expect to get $25 a bale more 
than they would have received 
under the previdus administra- 
tion.” He said that with an out- 
look of 500,000 bales for Georgia 
this year, the change in support 
level means an increase of over 
$12.5 million. 


Duncan said that rate advances 
increased the net advance to pea- 
nut producers by $28 per ton over 
last year. 


He said that based on this 


of almost $10 million to Georgia 
peanut growers this year. 


Duncan, who resigned the presi- 
dency of the Georgia Farm 
Bureau Federation last January 
to take a post with the federal 
government, called the progress 
in agricultural production ‘‘one of 
the top success stories of the 
century.” 


And he declared that “the 
farmer has not been rewarded by 
this success.”

The purchase 
of the federation’s first state 
office building was listed as one 
of the accomplishments of the 
organization during the year.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The gov- 
ernment Monday intervened in 
two lengthy labor disputes involv- 
ing Southern Airways and West- 
ern Airlines. 


Labor Secretary Arthur J. 
Goldberg announced that he has 
asked Nathan Feinsinger, chair- 
man of a White House commission 
looking into other airline labor 
troubles, to also consider these 
two cases. Feinsinger will report 
back to Goldberg. 


Southern Airways, which has 
its headquarters at Atlanta and 
serves the southeastern part of 
the United States, was struck in 
June, 1960, by the Air Line Pilots 
Association. It resumed opera- 
tions after hiring replacement 
pilots. 

Western Airlines, which serves 
the West Coast and Canada, was 
struck by the Flight Engineers 
International Association.

We wandered 
around from shop to shop using 
our best German and not daring 
to do any bargaining. Once in 
awhile, someone would glance 
suspiciously at us, but we al- 
ways moved to avoid any ques- 
tions. 


When we were finally back in 


the car. I breathed two sighs 
of relief—but not for long. 


And our leader must have an- 
ticipated something, because 
just as we drove up to the 
guards at the Brandenburg Tor, 
she whispered fiercely, “Roll up 
the wirdows! Quick!” 


With six thumbs on each hand, 
I leaned over and rolled up 
mine — and just in time. The 
two guards banged on the win- 
dows and told us to open them 
up. They wanted to check our 
car and wanted to know what 
we had been doing in East Ber- 
lin.

je When stout conferences are men- 

Outlr tioned, Forest Fowler quickly nom- 

inmates the Big Eight. But even a man from Missouri, such as Fowl- 

er, must admit that 1961 isn’t a shining hour in the Big Eight. His 

Missouri folks and Colorado are flexing their muscles, but the others 

aren’t frighterxing foes. For instance, once mighty Oklahoma has 
dropped five straight decisions. 


Yet, the gentlemen across the Dixie borders have a strong argu- 
ment when they say that Alabama and Ole Miss do not belong on 
the national footba)l Hit Parade. 


—Only One Tide Victim Above .500 


Alabarna and Ole Miss are armed to beat the best, but neither 
team has fought a foe in the top ten. Alabama has floored six oppo- 
nents, but only one victim is batting above .500. Arkansas and Flor- 
ida State are the lone winning teams Ole Miss has defeated. 


If the Rebels clear the tall LSU hurdle in Baton Rouge Satur- 
day night, omly little Chattanooga, disappointing Tennessee and 
Mississippi State will block their path to a perfect season. 


Alabarna rmust travel a rougher road. After sparring with Hous- 
ton, Miss. State and RICHMOND on successive weekends, Bear Bry- 
ant’s hard-nosed folks will take on Ceorgia Tech and Auburn. They 
still have the schedule going for them, however, for the Tide has 
an open date while Auburn is playing Florida. 


At this jaancture, of course, Alabama, Ole Miss and LSU own 
unblemished conference credentials. Since LSU and Ole Miss 
collide Saturday night, the Tide has the inside rail on the cham- 
pionship course. 


It has been suggested here on numerous occasions that Com- 
missioner Moore’s conference desperately needs to change its sched- 
ule making policy. 

The round robin slate has been our long-standing recommenda- 
tion, but we don’t have to get out of town to uncover stern opposition 
to this proposal. Coach Bobby Dodd is an avowed opponent of the 
round robin. And the man has a great deal of logic going for him. 
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—Two Divisions and a, Title Bowl Game 


With a dozen members, there is no way to establish a legiti- 
mate SEC champion. Under the rotating plan, which was once 
on the agenda, there would be no assurance that the leading 
teams would meet. 


Balancing the budget, as Dodd readily confesses, is a para- 
mount problern of every athletic director, Due to one thing and 
another, half of the SEC members seldom pull full houses in their 
own back yards. Thus, Dodd and other SEC directors have no in- 
tention of dropping outside teams which help pack the arenas. 


SEC presidents and athletic directors have been wrangling over 
the schedule problem for many moons and they have never reached 
a workable solution suitable to the majority. 


We haven’t polled other members, but Dodd says that he 
would go alomg with the idea of splitting the conference. How- 
ever, gate guarantees would be necessary to put this proposal into 
effect even if all other details were ironed out. 


It would seem logical to put Tech, Georgia, Florida, Auburn, 
Alabama and perhaps Vandy in one bracket. Place Ole Miss, Miss. 
State, LSU, Tulane, Tennessee and Kentucky in the other division. 
Then, add either Florida State or Miami to the first group and 
Houston, Mississippi Southern or Memphis State to the other. With 
seven teams in each division, every member would have six 
league games annually. Intra league games would not count in 
the records, Then, at season’s end, the division champs would 
play in the Sugar Bowl for the SEC championship. 


That's merely one suggestion which has been made previously. 
The championship race now conducted in what probably is the 
strongest league in the land is ridiculous. Any change would be 
an improvement.

Unfortunately, some hunters 
are so shaken at the though of 
killing a buck, they shoot at 
anything that moves, which oc- 
casbonally is another hunter. 


To avoid being a target, most 
suggest, hunters should wear 
bright colors, such as red, and a 
red cap.
